Hi Tony, 

Thank you for your patience. After a recent conference call, which included EPA, KDEP, and ATSDR, I 
am including the following specifications for the development of a workplan by the IVISD contractor, as 
we had discussed previously. 

1) The workplan should propose depths and locations for 5 groundwater monitoring wells on the site, in 
order to obtain information on groundwater quality, depth, and flow direction. The wells will also be 
used to obtain subsurface soil samples. 

2) Locations should be proposed for 40 surface and subsurface soil samples, some of which should be 
co-located. KDEP will be available to walk the site with you and your contractor to specify certain 
locations, based on visual evidence or past uses. Areas of exposed waste, areas near the floodwall, 
and areas of heavy trespassing are priorities. 

3) All well and sampling locations should be included on a map with GPS locations identified. 

4) MSD should be prepared to submit any data collected in the standard electronic data delivery format 
(see attached memo). 

The groundwater survey that had been discussed previously will be conducted by EPA. In addition, 
EPA plans to conduct perimeter soil gas sampling. 

EPA, KDEP and ATSDR will be available for a conference call in order to answer any questions 
regarding the workplan before or during development. 

Within 2 weeks, EPA would like written confirmation (email is fine) that MSD is committed to and 
moving forward on development of the workplan. 

The workplan should be received by EPA by COB on October 19. This will allow time for technical 
review prior to initiating work in January.
